NATIONAL SECURITY COUNCIL UNDER CARTER ADMINISTRATION

Axcerpt,/ President J. Carter and his associates did not accept the pro- 
posal made in the course of the pre-election campaign in 1976 concerning 
the reorganization of the system of leadership of the foreign policy 
machine in the USA in order to have a greater regard for new complex 
problems which faced them in the world arena. The fimdamental features of 
the National Security Council, which was created by previous administra- 
tions, were preserved although they attempted to make it somewhat more 
flexible and mobile. 


It ig true, Carter, judging by the information of the American press, has 
not been inclined to view the National Security Council as the only channel 
of receiving recommendations on issues of foreign and military policy. 
Under the present administration, the Secretary of State, Defense Secretary 
and leaders of other foreign policy tranches can make their recommendations 
to the President through his Assistant to the President on National 
Security Affairs as well as by bypassing hin. 


Carter regularly exchanges opinions outside of the National Security 
Council system with the leaders of basic foreign pol.cy branches. 


Nevertheless, the National Security Council remains the main advisory 

organ under the President on foreign policy and military problems. When 
Carter first came into office, it was announced that the services of the 
finance and trade secretaries as well as the chairman of the economic 
council under the President would be enlisted on a permanent basis. 
Apparently, this was a concession to those parties who were trying to 
include a great deal of foreign economic and world problems in the activity 
of the National Security Council. 


In place of seven basic committees which existed under the Nat. onal 
Security Council under Nixon and Ford, two committees were created--a 
Committee for the Analysis of Policy and a Special Coordinating Committee. 











The committee for the analysis of policy haa been entrusted with developing 
foreign policy and military strategic problema which are of # long-term 
nature, It consisted of the Secretary of State, Secretary of Defense, 
Secretary of Finance, Director of the CIA, Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, and Assistant to the President on National Security Affairs. In 
addition, in accordance with the order of President Carter concerning 
reorganizing intelligence service, two adjacent tasks were imposed upon the 
Committee for the Analysis of Policy--to define intelligence tasks and to 
supervise the quality of information coming from intelligence organizations 
to the foreign policy leaders. 


The Special Coordinating Committee was told to determine USA policy under 
crisis situations, to conduct secret operations using American intelligence 
services, as well as to discuss certain "adjacent probiems," which involves 
the competence of several departments and branches. It was reported that 
included in these problems were problems of limiting strategic arms as well 
as reducing armed forces and armaments in Central Europe. This committee, 
which operated under the Assistant to the President on National Security 
Affairs, was composed of the Secretary of State, Secretary of Defense, 
Director of the CIA, Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and among the 
observers were the Attorney General and the Director of the Office of 
Management and Budget. 


The Carter Administration preserved the practice of having the National 
Security Council prepare two basic documents--an analytical one and an 
instructional one. Only their titles were changed. Memorandums concerning 
research in the area of national security were replaced with Presidential 
studies memorandums, while the memorandums on decisions in the area of 
national security were replaced with Presidential instructions. 


Some other innovations into the National Security Council system have 
attracted attention. One of them is the fact that the caliber of the 
members of the committees in the National Security Council was raised to 
that of the leaders of the corresponding branches. In this same area is 
the situation concerning the absence of a permanent chairman in the Conm- 
mittee for the Analysis of Policy. Upon discussing the foreign policy 
issues, the Secretary of State presides over it, which, unquestionably, 
elevates his role in the National Security Council system. At the same 
time, under the present structure of the committees in the National Security 
Council, the President's Assistant on National Security Affairs and his 
organization have preserved considerable influence. The American prese has 
noted that there is constant competition between the Secretary of State and 
the President's Assistant on National Security Affairs. 


In the beginning of the work of the Carter Administration, certain reorgan- 
izations were put into practice in the intelligence organizations which 
were imparted to the National Security Council. The memorandum of Presi- 
dent Carter, which was sent out in February 1977, confirmed the leading 
role of the National Security Council in managing all of the intelligence 
departments of the USA. Moreover, the function and authority of the CIA 
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director were considerably expanded. The Special Coordinating Committee 
of the National Security Council was given the responsibility not only for 
approving secret subversive operations, but also for planning activities 
on collecting and analyzing intelligence information. 


The reorganization also involved the order of determining the tasks for the 
collection and evaluation of intelligence information. In accordance with 
the President's inetruction, the Committee for the Analysis of Policy (in 
this case working under the chairmanship of the CIA Director) began to 
determine priorities in the respect of the collection of intelligence 
information and to evaluate the products of analytical subdivisions of 
intelligence. The tasks formulated by the committee are transformed into 
practical instructions by intelligence branches to the new inter-branch 
organizatione--the National Center for Determining Intelligence Operations. 
In order to strengthen the mechaniem of issuing analytical information, a 
national center for evaluating information was created. 


However, it should be noted that the attempte of the Carter Admi aistration 
to strengthen the process of policy development by creating new organiza- 
tions for gathering and evaluating intelligence information have not had 
significant success. As was reported in the American press, the events 
connected with the failure of American policy in Iran, evoked the 
appearance of a new memorandum from President Carter in which he expressed 
a sharp dissatisfaction with the work of the "intelligence community" of 
the USA. 


In the system of the National Security Council, its apparatus, headed by 

Z. Brzezinski continues to occupy an important position. In its structure, 
groups on Western Europe, the USSR and relations between the East and the 
West, on the Near East, on the Far East, as well as groups on the analysis 
of problems of security, on issues of international economics and on intel- 
ligence have been preserved. New subdivisions of the National Security 
Council organization are: the group on world problems, the "North-south" 
group, handling the interrelationships with developing nations, and the 
group for special projects ensuring the President of the USA trips abroad. 
Also, a sector for strategic planning was created which was entrusted with 
planning the increase of "Euro-Strategic" nuclear powers and developing 
strategic doctrines in connection with the strategic arms limitations 
talks. 


Temporary inter-branch groups are being created under the leadership of the 
employees of the National Security Council apparatus in order to prepare 
information and recommendations on individual urgent international problem. 


Under Carter the issue of the world balance of military power and prospects 
for its development were subjected to a new and thorough study in the 
National Security Council system. In the "Presidential Study Memorandum 
18" which was prepared under the leadership of S. Huntington, an employee 
in the National Security Council, and in the "Presidential Directive 10," 
where its elaboration was approved, although the existence of an 











approximate military equality between the USA and the USSR was confirmed, 
the intent of the USA to achieve cortesn advantages over the USSR in the 
nonemilitary area was also reflected, In developing this position, 
Huntington attempted to formulate the concept of "economic diplomacy," that 
is, the use of economic levers in order to impose pressure upon the USSR 
and other socialist nations. He was able to achieve the fact that the 
National Security Council apparatus was included in the resolution of the 
issues pertaining to the sale of the newest American technology to 
socialist nations, 


At the same time, one cannot ignore the fact that recently in the foroign 
policy strategy of the USA which is under the influence of the National 
Security Council apparatus and ite leader Z. Brzezinski the effort is 
becoming more and more apparent, on the one hand, to have a more hard-line 
approach to the talks being held in various forms concerning arms limita- 
tions, and on the other hand--to attempt to achieve military superiority 
over the USSR and other socialist nations by way of increasing standard as 
wel. as nuclear armament of the USA and other nations participating in 
NATO. 


In connection with this, the "Presidential Directive 50" which was 
developed in the beginning of September 1979 by the National Security 
Council apparatus and coordinated with the Secretary of State C. Vance and 
the Secretary of Defense H. Brown. As the NEW YORK TIMES wrote, this 
directive requires that any new proposal concerning the control of armaments 
should be compatible with the "goals in the area of defense and the state 
of military power," that it serve the foreign policy interests of western 
nations and "control opponents." 


The position of the National Security Council apparatus is considerably 
influenced by the stand of Brzezinski himself, who was and remains a person 
with extremely anti-communist views, a supporter of the "hard-line" policy 
in relationship to the USSR and other socialist nations. 


The American press also unanimously evaluates him in this manner. For 
example, the WASHINGTON POST recently wrote that "the advisor (to the 
President) on issues of national security, who stubbornly stands on the 
positions of the Hawks, is implacably putt his plan into practice to 
turn his boss into a zealous anti-Soviet." In the opinion of the press, 
Brzezinski's behavior also reflects his great personal ambitions, his 

+ to surpass Kissinger as the chief creator of American foreign 
policy.

Primarily this appeared in Brzezginski's atriving to slow down in every way 
possible, and if possible also to undermine the process of normalizing 
Soviet-American relations in various areas, by way of creating artificial 
obstacles in the development of trade, scientific-technical cooperation, 
in coordinating talks on limiting strategic offensive arms with other 
international problems which did not have any direct relation to them, 
finally, in the direct attacks and accusations against the Soviet Union 
and its consistent peace loving foreign policy. 


Brzezinski is also trying to use the process of the normalization of rela- 
tions between the USA and the People's Republic of China to damage the 
Soviet-American relations. Speaking in the beginning of 1978 in Beijing, 
he, for example, announced that the USA and China would together try to 
achieve the same goals in the international arena. "The United States 
indirectly promoted the intensification of tension in Southeast Asia," 
writes Democratic Senator J. McGovern in an article published in the 
herald of Congress CONGRESSIONAL RECORD, "which was the main reason for the 
tragedy which developed there. The pro-Chinese change for the better in 
American policy strengthened China in the sense that it can arbitrarily and 
completely without impunity use its diplomatic and military power in that 
area, without paying attention to political and other consequences." 


Brzezinski sees the intrigues" of communism in Africa, in the Near East, 
in Southeast Asia, in the Caribbean Sea, that is, everywhere where the 
national liberation forces are conducting a persistent and successful 
struggle for their national and social liberation from the tangle of 
foreign and primarily American monopolistic capital, the policy of economic 
robbery being conducted by them, military threats and political blackmail. 
There is no doubt that the decision made in August 1979 by the Carter 
Administration to create "a rapid deployment force" in order to interfere 
in conflicts in developing nations was not the last item to be recommended 
by the National Security Council apparatus. 


Judging by all of this, Brzezinski and the National Security Council headed 
by him did not play a secondary role in imposing upon a number of Western 
European nations--members of NATO, the insidious and dangerous decision to 
begin the production and distribution on their territories of American 
medium range missiles. 





One cannot but admit that the "hard-line" conducted by Brzezinski towards 
the USSR and events in other areas of the world recently has been met with 
greater "understanding" and support from President Carter and leading 
members of his administration. It is exactiy to this that the following 
facts attest: The proposal of a long-term program for increasing USA 
armaments, loud anti-Soviet campaigning has been unleashed in connection 
with the events in Afghanistan and Iran, the decision to postpone for an 
undetermined period of time the study of the SALT-II which was in the 
Senate, conducting limitations on trade and economy, scientific-technical 
and cultural ties between the USA and the USSR. 














The reorganization of the National Security Council apparatus which was 
conducted by Brzezinski in the fall of 1979 must serve the goals for 
further "hard-line" foreign policy of the USA. It is directed towards 
attracting to the council those people with « more conservative attitude 
and to olrengthen its influence upon the foreign policy of the USA.

DECREE ON CHANGES IN PUBLICATION OF PERIODICALS 
Summary of Decree 
Moscow ZHURNALIST in Russian No 12, 1979 p 6 


/Article: "On the Regulation of Printings and the Reduction of the Number 
of  _— Publications. CPSU Central Committee Decree of 2 October 
1979" 


/Text/ In conformity with the instructions of the CPSU Central Committee 
the ministries, state committees and departments have done some work on 
the regulation of printings and the reduction of the number of periodical 
publications. 


The CPSU Central Committee agreed with the proposals of 


the USSR State Committee for Publishing Houses, Printing Plants and the 
Book Trade and the USSR Academy of Sciences: 


on the creatio.: of associations of editorial boards of journals on ques- 
tions of agriculture and machine building for the purpose of eliminating 
the duplication of the publications and the increase of the coordination 
of the work of the editorial boards; 


on the expansion of the depositing of manuscripts in the journals of the 
USSR Academy of Sciences, the academies of sciences of the union republics, 
the USSR Ministry of Health and the USSR Academy of Medical Sciences; 


on the conducting of an experiment beginning in January 1980 on the use of 
leading current awareness information in a group of central journals; 


the Komsomol Central Committee: 


on the transformation beginning in January 1980 of the journal AVRORA into 
a sociopolitical and belletristic journal of the same name of the Komso- 
mol Central Committee, the USSR Union of Writers and the RSFSR Union of 
Writers for adolescents and young people; 











on the creation of an association of the editorial boards of TEKHNIKA-- 
MOLODEZH!, MODELIST-KONSTRUKTOR and YUNYY TEKHNIK, 


The USSR State Comm.ttee for Publishing Houses, Printing Plants and the 

Book Trade is commissioned to establish on the basis of current standards 
the staffs, the monthly wage funds of the workers of the editorial boards, 
the amounts in the publisher's signatures and author's (paid) sheets, the 
royalty of the journals enumerated in this decree; to supplement the mode! 
statute on the journal with a statute on the association of the editorial 
boards of the journals; to give the editorial boards of journals and publica- 
tions of the journal type skilled assistance in the organization of the de- 
positing of manuscripts received by the publications and in the organiza- 
tion of leading current awareness information.

/Interview with Chairman of the USSR State Committee for Publishing Houses, 
Printing Plants and_the Book Trade B. Stukalin: "A Minimum of Paper--A Maxi- 
mum of Information"/ 


/Text/ Recently the CPSU Central Committee adopted the 
decree "On the Regulation of Printings and the Reduction 
of the Number of Periodical Publications." The reduction 
as of January 1980 of the sizes and the change of the 
periodicity of a number of agricultural journals, as well 
as measures aimed at the further improvement of the pro- 
cesses of the preparation and publishing of journals are 
discussed in it. 


At the request of a correspondent of LITERATURNAYA 
GAZETA the chairman of the USSR State Committee for Pub- 
lishing Houses, Printing Plants and the Book Trade tells 
about the importance of this decree. 


/Answer/ It is well known what attention our party has always devoted and 
is devoting to questions of the further development of domestic journals, 
regarding them as one of the most important means of mass information, as 

an irreplaceable tool in the process of enriching the Soviet individual with 
new knowledge and in the practical activity of society. The Soviet Union 
occupies one of the leading places in the world inthe number of titles 

(more than 5,000) and editions (more than 3 billion copies a year) of the 
journals and publications of the journal type, which are issued. 


In the past two years alone a decision was made on the establishment of 
about 50 new belletristic, popular science, children's, scientific, scien- 
tific and technical and other journals, among which it is possible to name 





the journale TALLIN, LITVA LITERATURNAYA, DAUGAVA, SOKOLENOK (in five lan- 
guages of the peoples of Deges*’ an), PSIKHOLOGICIESKIY ZHURNAL, EKSPERI- 
MENTAL 'NAYA ONKOLOGIYA, DVIGATELESTROYENTYE and others. 


in recent years the CPSU Central Committee has adopted a number of decrees, 
in which the increased role of such publications in the life of society at 
the present stage of the building of communiem iv emphasized. In setting 
responsible tasks for them, the CPSU Central Committee is concerned about 
the further improvement and the strengthening of the legal, material, tech- 
fical and organizational aspects of their activity on the basis of a truly 
scientific, comprehensive approach which takes into account the changing 
conditions of the work of the editorial boards, the increase of the demands 
on the level of the »ublicationse and the increase of the education, culture 
and information of the readers. At the same time attention is directed to 
the need to utilize scarce paper resourcer tore rationally and to increase 
the information content of jc urnale and pubsications of the journal type. 


in 1978, for the purposes of regulating the issuing of departmental litera- 
ture, its amount was reduced by 10 percent. Starting in 1979 che sizes of 
about 300 journals were temporarily reduced, which made it possible to re- 
lease more than 11,000 tons of paper. The USSR State Committee for Pub- 
lishing Houses, Printing Plants and the Book Trade has drawn up standards 
on the use of the espace of the printer's sheet in journals, which in most 
cases increase the information content without reducing the readability. 
Owing to this many editortal boards were able to retain the same content of 
the publications on a emaller area. The saved paper was allocated for the 
increase of the editions of the most popular publications, first of all 
children's publications. Thus, in 1979 as compared with 1978 the editions 
of the journals VESELYYE KARTINKI, MURZILKA, YUNYY NATURALIST and YUNYY 
TEKHNIK were increased by 3 million copies. 


The USSR State Committee for Publishing Houses, Printing Plants and the 
Book Trade has directed the attention of the editorial boards of journals 
to the intolerability of deviations from the standards and specifications, 
which lead to the irrational use of the space of the printer's sheet and in 
the end to great wastes of paper. For example, the deviations from the 
corresponding specifications, which are being allowed bv the journals INO- 
STRANNAYA LITERATURA, NASH SOVREMENNIK, POD"YEM, BAYKAL, ‘OLGA, URAL, 
ZHOVTEN' and GARUN, are leading to wastes of 0.5 to 1.0 physical printer's 
sheet in each copy of the journal. And with allowance made for the print- 
ings of these journals the wastes are in excess of 320 tons of paper a 
year, of which INOSTRANNAYA LITERATURA accounts for about two-thirds. 


Much has been done and is being done on the level of the saving of paper by 
other state committees, ministries and departments. Thus, in 1978-1979 the 
USSR State Committee for Science and Technology ceased the issuing of more 
than 300 titles of periodical publications--bibliographic indices and 
NOVOSTI NAUCHNO-TEKHNICHESKOY LITERATURY--in the tota’ amount of about 5,000 
printer's sheets. The All-Union Institute of Scientitic and Technical In- 
formation decreased the size of publications of express information by 

3,000 printer's sheets. 











The CPS’ Central Committee Decree "On the Regulation of Printings and the 
Reduction of the Number of Periodical Publications” should be regarded not 
only as approval of the work done in thie direction, but above all ase a 
working program of the further dissemination of the available know=how, the 
purpose «i search for new means of the timely information of readerea and 
the improvement of the organizational structural scheme of the editorial- 
publication processes of the preparation and issuing of journals. 


/Quest ton/ The need to expand the practice of the depositing of manu- 
scripts in the journals of the USSR Academy of Sciences, the academies of 
aciences of the union republics, the USSR Minietry of Health and the USSR 
Academy of Medical Sciences is discussed in the decree. As ie known, in 
the case of depositing not the manuscript iteelf of one work or another, 
but only a short report on it or an abstract is published. The manuscript 
itself is turned over for storage to one organ or another of scientific and 
technical information. As orders are received, copies are made of the 
manuscr ot and sent to the readers who need them. Apparently, this is one 
of the meane of exchanging information, to which, as they say, the future 
belongs. Why has it been used so far on a comparatively limited scale and 
what is it proposed to do in order to expand this use? 


/Answer/ indeed, depositing is well known and has been used for a long 
time. More than 100 scientific, scientific and technical and production 
journals offer their authors the opportunity to deposit manuscripts on the 
condition of the publication of abstracts, short informative articles and 
reports on them in the journal. However, the introduction of this means 
of conveying information, in spite of its obvious advantages (the selective 
exchange of information among scientists and specialists, the shortening of 
the period for getting information to the reader, the increase of the in- 
formation content of publications and others), is encountering great dif- 
ficulties. LITERATURNAYA GAZETA has written about this more than once. 


There are many reasons for this. There should be attributed to them the 
opinion, which has formed among some scientists and specialists, about the 
“inferiority” of the deposited manuscript, which was promoted to a consider- 
able extent by the provision, which was recorded in the instructions in ef- 
fect until 1977 and stated that manuscripts which are of interest for a 
narrow group of readers are turned over for depositing. The Higher Certi- 
fication Commission when reviewing works for the degree of doctor of 
sciences also does not recognize the right of a deposited manuscript to be 
included in the list of published works on the theme of the dissertation. 


The editorial boards of journals have tried by every means to avoid deposit- 
ing, citing the fact that the right to resolve the question of sending 
manuscripts, articles and monographs for depositing was granted to the 
scientific, scientific and technical and technical councils of higher edu- 
cational institutions, ministries and departments. Moreover, the prepara- 
tion of a manuscript for depositing, which in essense differs in no way 
from their preparation for publication, was not reflected in the financial 
and economic indicators of the work of editorial boards and was not taken 
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into account when tallying the resulte of the eoctalist competition. Should 
it be explained that the introduction of depositing was the fate of en- 
thusiasta? 


The decree "On the Regulation of Printings and the Reduction of the Number 
of Periodical Publications” provides for the extensive depositing of manu- 
ecripts by the scientific journals of the USSR Academy of Sciences and the 
academies of sciences of the union republics. Here the portion of the 
journal, which is assigned for short reports, short articles and detailed 
abstracts of the materials turned over for depositing, should be 10-15 per- 
eent of the size of the journal in conventional printer's sheets. 


The corresponding order, which was iseved in the USSR State Committee for 
Publishing Houses, Printing Plants and the Book Trade, provides for the 
mandatory reflection in the indicators of the work of the editorial boards 
of journals of the size of the manuscripts turned over by the editorial 
board for depositing, the possibility of increasing the editorial staff in 
necessary instances and depending on this size on the basis of the standards 
in effect in the country, recommendations on the extensive introduction of 

a system of depositing in theoretical, applied science, scientific and tech- 
nical, scientific production and other journals of ministries and depart- 
ments. 


it seems that the procedure, in case of which deposited works would be 
examined during the defense of doctoral dissertations on the same level as 
published works, would also promote the dissemination of depositing. 


/Quest ion/ The decree calle for the conducting of an experiemmt on the 
publication of so-called leading current awareness information. Could you 
tell about this experiment? 


/Anewer/ As is known, a standard is presently in effect, which obliges 
editorial boards to insert in each issue of the journal abstracts of the 
articles published in this issue. It seems to us that for the purposes of 
the further increase of the information content of journals, as well as the 
acceleration of publications in abstract journals this standard should be 
rejected. Especially as experience shows that the editorial boards of 
journals are not meeting its requirements and are not publishing abstracts 
on all the articles published in the journal. It would be more rational to 
establish a procedure, in case of which the editorial board, after turning 
over the proofs for publication, would turn over the abstracts of the arti- 
cles (in typewritten form) to the appropriate organ of scientific and tech- 
nical information for subsequent publication in abstract journals. This 
would make it possible not only to save space of the journal sheet, but 
also to expedite considerably the information of the readers who use the 
abstract journals. 


It seems even more expedient to publish such information before the appear- 
ance of the journal, which is stipulated in one ci the paragraphs of the 
decree, in which the conducting of the experiment on the issuing of leading 














current awareness information is discussed, Thia information will be car- 
ried either in special bulletinge which are published along with the journal 
or in the journals themselves--as abstracts of the articles, which the edi- 
torial board intends to place in the regular issues of the journal (for 
example, in the next one or in the one which will appear in two months). 
With such an arrangement of the matter the editorial board will be able to 
determine the real need for all published material, to create conditions 
which enable the reader to become acquainted well in advance with forthcom 
ing publications, to select from them the ones which he needs for work, to 
order a copy at the organs of scientific and technical information or the 
editorial board and to receive it at the same time or considerably earlier 
than the journal is received by the readers. 


it is assumed that the reader, by receiving under more favorable conditions 
a bulletin of current awareness information (the approximate cost of which 
will be 10 kopecks) and a copy of an article (the cost of which depending 
on the length of the article will be approximately 3-5 kopecks), with time 
will refuse to subscribe to the journal in favor of the bulletin. 


The main thing in this experiment, which will be conducted for approximate- 
ly two to three years, is not only the search for reserves of paper for in- 
creasing the printings of popular journals, but also the determination of 
ways for expediting the turnover of scientific and technical knowledge and 
for the differentiated provision of readers with materials in conformity 
with their interests. 


The experiment also provides for the publication instead of the journal 
MEKHANIZATSIYA I AVTCMATIZATSIYA PROIZVODSTVA of a bulletin of current 
awareness information by the same name with the turning over of all the 
manuscripts prepared by the editorial board for depositing at the appro- 
priate organ of scientific and technical information. 


it should be especially emphasized that for the period of the experiment 
the staffs and wage fund of the workers of the editorial boards are being 
retained. 


If the results of the experiment are positive, this means of submitting in- 
formation could be extended to other periodical publications. 


/Question] What goal does the planned organization of associations of 
editorial boards of journals pursue? Does there not exist here the danger 
that the editorial boards being combined will lose their independence, 
while the corresponding journals themselves will lose their character and 
will become only parts of some “superjournal"? 


/Anewer/ The creation of associations of the editorial boards of the jour- 
nals, which are issued by the "Molodaya gvardiya", "Kolos" and "Mashino- 
stroyeniye” publishing houses, is presently being envisaged. The journals 
TEKHNIKA--MOLODEZHI (as the main journal), MODELIST-KONSTRUKTOR and YUNYY 
TEKMNIK will be included in the first one. Five associations with the 
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diatinetion of ZEMLEDELIYE, ZHIVOTNOVODSTVO, MEKAMNIZATSIYA | ELEKTRIFLKA- 
TSIYA SEL'SKOGO KHOZYAYSTVA, VESTNIK SEL‘ SKOKHOZYAYSTVENNOY NAUKI and SEL'- 
SKAYA NOV’ as the main journals will be set up on the basis of the journals 
of the USSR Ministry of Agriculture. The journals published by the "Mashi- 
nostroyeniye” Publishing House will form an association with the main jour- 
nal VESTNIK MASHINOSTROYENTIYA, 


Firet of all it should be noted that the journals belonging to the assoc ia- 
tion retain the status of an independent publication and operate on the 
basis of the principles, which are specified by the model statute on the 
journal. On the other hand, the possibility of centralizing the management 
of many editorial-publishing processes is created within the association. 
Thus, the main principle of management, which is typical of the socialist 
mode of managing the economy--the principle of democratic centralism--is 
embodied here. 


It is possible to single out the following three problems which the associ- 
ations of the editorial boards of journals have to solve. The first is in 
the area of thematic planning. It is proposed to coordinate the plans of 
the journals for the purpose of eliminating the duplication of publications, 
to coordinate the sections and headings so that they would complement and 
broaden each other and so that the opportunity would be created to cover 

the problems of the sector comprehensively: sectorwide and intersectorial 
problems through the main publication, and narrow sectorial and specific 
problems through the journals belonging to the association. It would be 
possible for several journals, which are close thematically, to determine 
jointly the expedience of the publication or the depositing of manuscripts; 
to plan and organize thematically interrelated special issues and collec- 
tions; to coordinate the themes of the journals and departmental periodicals 
on the basis of the data obtained as a result of the study of the need of 
the readers for the materials of promising problems. As the need arises it 
will be possible to conduct within the association competitions for the 

best publications on complex problems. 


The second problem of the associations is in the area of editorial- 
publishing activity. The associations make it possible to create unified 
staffs of correspondents and photographers, unified letter departments, 
groups for technical editing, proofreading, technical photographic, graphic 
and typewriting operations, to organize unified brigades for giving volun- 
tary assistance to projects of the national economy, as well as to use 
transportation more rationally for editorial needs and so on. 


The third problem is in the area of the improvement of the management of the 
journal publishing trade. The associations of editorial boards can be re- 
garded as an approach to the creation of a specialized publishing house for 
publishing scientific, technical and production journals and journals 
close to them in specialization. 


Experience in organizing and managing publishing houses of this type exists 
in our country and abroad. Thus, the Periodika associations are operating

successfully in the Lithuanian and Estonian SSR's. In the Polish People's 
Republic a publishing house, which unites scientific, technical and produc- 
tion journals, has been operating for a long time, and so on. 


In the opinion of many specialists, the establishment of a specialized cost 
accounting journal publishing house has become an urgent problem. However, 
this matter, of course, requires thorough preparation, 


The recently adopted CPSU Central Committee Decree "On the Further Improve- 
ment of Ideological and Political Educational Work" provided the mass media 
with scientifically sound elaborations @ the assurance of ahigh level of prop- 
aganda and agitation and on the increase of its efficiency and concreteness, 
as well as outlined a program of actions of the means of the press for the 
future. We regard the measures, which are connected with the improvement 

of the publication of journals, as concrete means of accomplishing the set 
tasks. 


Our ultimate goal is the creation of a system which would make it possible 
with the smallest possible consumption of paper to meet completely the need 
of Soviet people for all types of periodical publications, to increase the 
meaningfulness and the professional level of journals and publications of 
the journal type.

Considerable successes have also been achieved in solving the problem of 
increasing production efficiency. In 1976-1979 some 89 percent of the 
increase in industrial output was obtained through improved labor pro- 
ductivity, which increased by 14.6 percent, as against the planned 13 
percent. 


(LDL 30647) Major measures have been implenented to improve production 
and raise its technical standard. During the five-year plan 1,700 models 
of new types of machines, equipment, apparatus, instruments and means of 
automation have been created in the city's industry, with the participa- 
tion of research and design organizations. Each year 1,300 new types of 
output are assimilared. Some 5,200 goods bearing the state seal of 
quality are now being produced. More than 600 shops, sectors and produc- 
tion facilities have been comprehensively mechanized and automated, 1,400 
mechanized flow and automatic lines have been installed and 15,000 new 
industrial processes and 28,000 units of new equipment have been intro- 
duced. 


Capital construction has gained great scope during the 10th Five-Year Plan. 
In the past 4 years the total volume of capital investments for developing 
the national economy and for housing and cultural and consumer construc- 
tion has been Ri2.1 billion--22 percent more than in the same period of 
the Ninth Five-Year Plan. This has made it possible to increase fixed 
capital by R11.3 billion. 


In the past 4 years 4 million square meters of industrial production 
facilities have been constructed and 7 industrial enterprises and 206 
extremely important production capacities have been commissioned. These 
include capacities for the production of automobiles, automotive spare 
parts, motor vehicle and tractor electrical equipment, metalworking 
equipment and tools, cotton and silk textiles, footwear, bakery products, 
confectionery and sausage products, and so forth.

According to the plan, industrial production in Moscow is to increase 
20.5 percent over the 5 years. The average annual growth rate ie cure 
rently 3.9 percent. We must make fuller use of potential in order not 
just to maintain that rate this year, but to surpass it. On the whole, 
thie task is being resolved, 


However, along with these general indicators of the city industry's 
work, there are many shortcomings that lower the end results. <A number 
of enterprises in the petrochemical, electrical equipment and light 
industries, machine building for the light and food industries, machine- 
tool building, construction and highway machine building, the RSFSR food 
industry and others are lagging behind the five-year plan targets. 


The lagging enterprises’ failure to fulfill the five-year plan targets 
in terms of production volume and the production of the majority of most 
important types of output is explained by the shortage of raw and other 
materials, shortcomings in production and labor organization, great idle 
time and losse., poor economic leadership and the absence of proper 
attention from ministries and departments. 


{[LD130849) Our task is to ineure an improvement in the work of all 
enterprises. The gorkom and party raykoms, along with ministries and 
departments, must devise and implement measures to overcome the lag by 
enterprises failing to fulfill the five-year plan targets for increas- 
ing production volumes and producing the majority of most important 
types of output. The efforts of party raykoms and party organizations 
must be directed toward improving organizational work to mobilize work- 
ing people for the unconditional fulfillment of plans and pledges and 
making better use of potential and production reserves. 


A major reserve for production growth and for successfully resolving the 
five-year plan tasks is the fuller utilization of existing production 
capacities. The 23d city party conference planned to raise equipment's 
shift index to 1.5 and on this basis to increase the return on capital. 
As a result of the work carried out by party organizations, the shift 
index of equipment in city enterprises increased from 1.25 in 1975 to 
1.34 in 1979, and to 1.42 in main production processes. For industry as 
a whole in the past 4 years, total [tselostnyy] equipment idle time 
decreased by 25 percent. 


Nevertheless, it should be said that insufficient use is being made of 
the city industry's production capacities. A number of enterprises are 
making irrational use of highly productive equipment: automatic lines, 
standard-unit machine tools and machine tools with digital program 
control. 
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These shortcomings must be resolutely eliminated. Additional measures 
must be implemented in enterprises to insure that output increases 
through the more productive utilization of machines, machine tools and 
equipment, a rise in the shift index to 1.5 and the faster startup of 
production capacities, 


One of the city party organization's most important taske is to complete 
the modernization and technical reequipping of enterprises. During the 
LOth Five-Year Plan R2.9 billion has been channeled into constructing, 
modernizing and reequipping industrial enterprises. This is having a 
great impact on the development of the city economy. 


However, there is a systematic failure to fulfill the plans for the 
technical modernization of enterprises. Modernization is being carried 
out only slowly at the "Krasnyy Proletariy," grinding tool, powder 
metallurgy, “Dinamo,” “Izolyator” and knitting machine building plants. 
In 1979 there was a failure to meet the timetable for commissioning 
production capacities and projects in the “Mosbytkhim" and "Voskhod" 
paper goods associations, bakery No 7, the nonalcoholic beer combine 
and the "Rodina" and "Moskvichka” factories. 


Obsolete equipment is being replaced only slowly. The amount of 
uninstalled equipment remains high. 


Economic leaders have relaxed the attention paid to questions of the 
modernization and technical reequipping of enterprises. in addition, 
the Glavmospromstroy construction organizations are also working badly. 


Some R700 millions’ worth of work to modernize industry must be carried 
out in the current year. The shortcomings in this important matter must 
be rectified and measures must be taken to expedite the work, insure 

the speediest commissioning of projects and observe the normative time- 
tables for their startup. 


An essential condition for increased production efficiency is a rise in 
the technical standard and quality of output. The party has set great 
tasks in this sphere. It proceeds from the premise that output quality 

is a generalizing result of production, and is the end result of people's 
labor and the introduction of the achievements of scientific and technical 
progress. 


In the current five-year plan production of output in the top quality 
category must be increased by 100-150 percent. Much has already been 
done to achieve this. Its production has increased by 130 percent since 
the start of the five-year plan. This output accounts for 19.4 percent 
of the total volume of production. Comprehensive quality control systems 
have been introduced in 250 plants and factories. 
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Work to raise the technical standard and quality of output must continue 
to be at the center of the city party organization's attention. Today 
only one-third of plants and factories produce goods that meet the 
demands of the top quality category. The enterprises of many mintatries, 
including the USSR ministries of the automotive industry, heavy machine 
building and the food industry, are not fulfilling the five-year plan 
targets in terms of this important indicator. This applies particularly 
to the enterprises producing consumer goods. 


In 1980 the proportion of goods in the top quality category within the 
total production volume must be raised to 25 percent, as envisaged by 
the decision of the 23d city party conference. To this end production 
must be brought more rapidly up to the top quality category in all 
plants and factories, scientific and technical achievements must be 
introduced more actively into production, the quality of consumer goods 
must be raised and their range expanded, industrial and technical condi- 
tions must be strictly observed and comprehensive quality control sys- 
tems must be introduced. 


The strengthening of work to make rational use of raw and other materials 
and fuel and energy resources is of particular importance for solving 
economic development problems. This is extremely important given the 
shortage of material resources in a number of sectors. 


[LD1 30851) The fulfillment of the five-year plan targets in all sectors 
of the national economy is largely determined by the reliability and 
efficiency of transport's work. Important party and government resolu- 
tions on developing all types of transport, especially railroad trans- 
port, have been adopted in recent years and have become an action program 
for all transport workers. 


The city's transport enterprises are largely coping with the plan targets 
for shipments. Transport's material and technical base has strengthened. 


But this is not enough now. The rapid growth of industry, capital con- 
struction and other sectors in the city is increasing the demand for 
transportation. But transport is having difficulty in meeting these 
demands. The Moscow railroad is failing to fulfill the five-year plan 
target for freight turnover. Cross hauls are taking place. A substan- 
tial reserve for improving transport's work is the more efficient 
utilization of locomotives and freight cars and the reduction of idle 
time during loading operations. Truck transport enterprises have great 
reserves for increasing shipments. 


There are serious shortcomings in the work of the city's passenger trans- 
port. In 1978 the party gorkom bureau adopted a resolution on measures 
to improve the population's passenger transport services. However, 
neither Moscow Gorispolkom nor the passenger transport administration 
has taken sufficient measures to fulfill this resolution. Rolling stock 
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is used inefficiently, the plan for getting it into service is not ful- 
filled on many routes, timetables are not kept to, people waste a lot 

of time at stops, and vehicles are overcrowded, which causes discontent 
among the population. New routes are not organized in good time and 

the city's transport problems are not solved comprehensively. The party 
gorkom bureau recently considered the question of the unsatisfactory 
transport services in a number of city rayons. Party proceedings have 
been taken against the leaders who failed to insure proper passenger 
transport in those rayons. 


The main task of the transportation sphere party organizations and 
collectives is to achieve this very year a considerable increase in the 
efficiency of rolling stock utilization and in the organization, preci- 
sion and harmony of the entire transportation process, and on this basis 
to increase volumes of shipments and fully meet the requirements of the 
city's economy and population for transportation services. 


The Moscow railroad workers must continue to develop the movement to 
drive heavyweight trains and considerably reduce car stoppages at 
stations, pay more attention to the modernization and retooling of the 
network, strengthen the track facilities and repair base and increase 
trains’ speed of movement. 


The enterprises of the Moscow Gorispolkom Main Administration of Automo- 
bile Transportation must improve their experience of work on direct 
econom!. contracts, introduce advanced freight shipment methods more 
extenrively, increase the volume of shipments and improve collaboration 
with railroad workers. 


The task of passenger and light automotive transportation and the subway 
is to insure rhythmical and uninterrupted operation of all types of urban 
passenger transport and to improve the standard of services for the 
population. 





The tasks set by the 25th CPSU Congress for the development of the 
economy and the improvement of its efficiency are directly linked with 
the acceleration of scientific and technical progress. The party gorkom 
has been paying great attention to questions of improving scientific 
institutions’ work and combining science and production. Moscow scien- 
tists have achieved significant results in all spheres of knowledge and, 
together with production workers, have created many new models of equip- 
ment. 


At the same time the task of increasing economic efficiency in utilizing 
the city's scientific potential is being resolved more slowly than our 
potential allows. Many scientific collectives are failing to fulfill 
topic plans and are allowing serious shortcomings to occur in planning 

and organizing the research process and introducing research results into 
production. A number of Academy of Sciences institutes are not adequately 
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realizing their leading role as scientific research centers in their 
aphere, 


The elimination of shortcomings in the work of scientific research 
inetitutes and design bureaus depends to a decisive degree on the 
improvement of their leadership. The party raykome and party organiza~ 
tions and leaders of scientific research institutions must step up work 
on enhancing the efficiency of research on the basis of the broad utiii- 
zation of targeted=-program methods of management at all stages of the 
research process. It is essential to ineure unfailing completion, within 
the established deadlines, of the targets envisaged by the targeted 
scientific and technical programs for 1976-1980 and the fulfillment of 
the topic plans and pledges adopted for assimilation ahead of schedule 
of the results of completed work. 


The speaker then dwelled on questions of the further improvement of 
capital construction. The volume of contract work performed by the 
city's construction organizations has increased 10.5 percent compared 
with 1975. The construction and planning organizations have done a 
great deal to fulfill the general plan for Moscow's development and to 
construct and modernize industry, engineering installations, transporta- 
tion networks and municipal projects and to improve the process of the 
city's construction. 


{[LD130933) The volume of construction of apartment blocks using 
standardized components from a single range, with an increased number of 
stories, improved apartment planning and variety in the execution of 
facades have increased. The construction and modernization of the main 
Olympic projects is being completed. 


Measures have been implemented to build up construction organization and 
construction materials industry enterprise capacities. 


However, there are substantial shortcomings in the organization of con- 
struction production. They are due to the fact that the Moscow Gorispolkom 
Main Construction Administration, the Main Architectural and Planning 
Administration and the Moscow City Planning Commission are not displaying 
proper concern to build up capacities and are not taking the necessary 
steps to make better use of reserves and potential in construction pro- 
duction. Every year about 10 percent of all construction organizations 
fail to fulfill plans for the volume of contract work by their own 
efforts. The commissioning of projects is carried out in an unrhythmical 
way, and the executive discipline of construction organization leaders is 
slack. 


The main task of the construction and planning organizations and the 
client-organizations and construction materials industry enterprises 
consists in insuring in 1980 the fulfillment of the capital investment 
plan to a volume of R3.7 billion and the timely commissioning of 1 million 
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square meters of industrial production premises and apartment blocks 
with a total area of 4 million equare meters. It is also essential to 
construct 19 school buildings, 75 children's preschool inetitutions, 

30 hospital biocks and polyclinics and many other projects. Preparation 
for fulfillment of the llth Five-Year Plan construction program must be 
organized. 


To this end it ie essential to improve the work of the construction and 
planning organizations. The Moscow Gorispolkom main construction admin- 
istrations and the ministry and department construction organizations 
must elaborate and implement measures to insure the fulfillment of capi- 
tal construction plane in their entirety, to concentrate manpower and 
physical resources on projects nearing completion, and to insure their 
rhythmical commissioning. Specific steps must be taken for the timely 
commissioning of all Olympic projects. 


Advanced labor methods must be introduced more actively, and in 1980 at 
least 70 percent of work must be done by the team contract method, whose 
broader use must be sought in industry and engineering construction. 


The main architectural and planning administration must insure improved 
quality in planning estimates work, an improved city planning structure 
and greater order with respect to protected zones, and completion of the 
transfer to apartment block and cultural and consumer service project 
construction using articles and components from a standardized range. 

It is essential to complete in the first 6 months of this year the 
elaboration of planning estimates for projects which are being commis- 
sioned in 1981. 


The economic leaders and party organizations must focus attention on 
questions of further developing the production base of construction, 
speeding up the modernization of construction enterprises and expanding 
the production of high-quality articles and materials. 





Further improvement of municipal services must be achieved through a well- 
thought-out program in accordance with the general plan for Moscow's 
development. Here priority must be given to building up the capacities 
of engineering systems and projects and introducing progressive tech- 
nology and labor organization into the work of housing operations 
services. To this end the Moscow City Planning Commission, the main 
architectural and planning administration and the relevant administra- 
tions of the Moscow Gorispolkom, with the participation of scientific 
research and planning organizations, must elaborate this year an overall 
scheme for the development of the sectors of tie Moscow City economy for 
the period up to 1990. 


The task consists, the speaker continued, in continuing work on the 
improvement of planning and the improvement of the economic mechanism 
in accordance with the CPSU Central Committee and USSR Council of 











Ministers resolution on this question and insuring the necessary prepara~ 
tion of enterprises and organizations for the transition to new condi- 
tions of economic management, 


The party organizations and economic leaders must pay more attention to 
the problem of better manpower utilization. Under the conditions pre- 
vailing in Moscow, where potential for increasing production output by 
recruiting additional manpower is virtually exhausted, there is no other 
way of resolving the manpower problem than rapid labor productivity 
growth, improved production efficiency and the development of self-service 
systems. 


To fulfill the five-year plan target it is essential to increase labor 
productivity in industry in 1980 by 4.5 percent against the plan figure 
of 2.8 percent. Labor productivity must be increased considerably in 
construction, transportation and other sectors. This is a difficult 
task, but it must be resolved. 


At every enterprise and in every labor collective it is essential to 
elaborate and implement measures to step up production mechanization and 
automation, to improve labor and manufacturing process organization and 
to disseminate advanced experience widely. Faster labor productivity 
growth will be promoted by the extensive introduction of team forms of 
work organization, simultaneous servicing of several machines, initia- 
tives in producing the greatest quantity of output with the smallest 
number of workers, ahead-of-schedule assimilation of progressive output 
norms, and other ventures. 


[LD130953) With a view to the successful fulfillment of plans and social- 
ist pledges and the all-round raising of labor productivity it is essen- 
tial to develop more extensively socialist competition and the movement 
for a communist attitude to work, to increase the Muscovites' labor 
activeness, and to seek to insure that every worker and specialist 
operates with maximum efficiency and makes a specific contribution to 
resolving the tasks of communist building. 


With increased scale of production, the increased complexity of economic 
ties and the acceleration of scientific and technical progress, the 
significance of making productive use of working time increases. But 
many economic leaders fail to take this into account or to pay proper 
attention to strengthening labor discipline, improving working conditions, 
and insuring high organization standards on production premises and smooth 
working. In their resolution "On Further Strengthening Labor Discipline 
and Reducing Cadre Turnover in the National Economy,” the CPSU Central 
Committee, USSR Supreme Soviet Presidium, USSR Council of Ministers and 
AUCCTU set party, trade union and Komsomol organizations and economic 
leaders the task of insuring a considerable improvement in organizational 
and political education work aimed at reinforcing labor discipline, 
eliminating work time wastage, reducing cadre turnover, making rational 
use of manpower and forming stable labor collectives. 
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in the LOth Five-Year Plan a new step has been taken on the path of 
Moscow's transformation into a model communist city. Work has been 
launched on bringing shops and subdepartments, enterprises and organi- 
zations, apartment blocks and other buildings to exemplary condition, 
The elaboration and implementation of plane for the socioeconomic 
development of labor collectives, rayons and the city as a whole 
promoted the further intensification of this work. 


Party, trade union and Komsomol organizations and soviet and economic 
organs must continue to strive persistently for the successful resolu- 
tion of socioeconomic and educational problems associated with turning 
the capital into a model city. The successful resolution of tasks in 
improving production, accelerating scientific and technical progress, 
the all-round social development of collectives, creating comfortable 
living, working and leisure conditions for people and satisfying 
Muscovites’ cultural and consumer needs--all this is a necessary condi- 
tion of the capital's successful progress along the path of transforma- 
tion into a model communist city. 


It was stressed at the 25th CPSU Congress that the party's supreme goal 
has been and remains a steady rise in the people's material and cultural 
living standards. To this end the party is implementing measures to 
increase wages and social consumption funds, insure the growth of retail 
trade turnover, improve Soviet people's working and living conditions 
and develop health care, education and culture. 


In 1979 the money income of the city's population totaled R16.8 billion-- 
an increase of 17 percent compared with 1975. Wages and salaries for 
workers in nonproduction sectors of the national economy increased. 

The average monthly wage for workers in industry and transport increased 
ll percent. Pensions, allowances and graats increased. 


It is the city party organization's task to direct efforts toward better 
fulfillment of party and government measures to improve the people's 
living standards. 


Attention to improving the organization of payment in accordance with 
the quantity and quality of work must be stepped up. In the sphere of 
organizing wages, we must continue to insure the strengthening of its 
incentive role in improving labor productivity, accelerating scientific 
and technical progress and improving work quality, and also the further 
improvement of the wage-rate system, the wider use of progressive forms 
of material incentives and team payment by end-results, improvements in 
the bonus system and tighter dependence of bonuses on work results. 


We have to improve the standard of trade and consumer services. The 
supply of foodstuffs and industrial goods to the population has been 
improved in the city. In 1979 retail trade turnover totaled R17 billion, 
which is considerably higher than the level envisaged in the five-year 
plan. A total of 675 consumer services enterprises have been opened. 
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But there are serious shortcomings in the organization of trade and 
consumer services to the population. Many enterprises in these sectors 
fail to fulfill plan targets, do not ineure high quality service and 
permit violations of trade regulations. A range of consumer goods is 
frequently not kept in stores. The timely construction of stores and 
public catering and service enterprises in new districts is not insured, 
It is an important task for us to insure the further development and 
strengthening of the material and technical base of trade, public 
catering and consumer services enterprises and the wide introduction of 
self-service systems, and to develop more extensively the sale of food- 
stuffs according to Muscovites' advance orders. Party organizations and 
economic leaders must step up their attention to the task of resolving 
questions associated with improving the standard of service. 


{LD131011) The resolution of tasks in the sphere of improving trade 
services to the population and satisfying their demand for consumer goods 
more fully depends largely on the work of enterprises which produce con- 
sumer goods. It must be said that economic leaders have by no means 
done everything possible to fulfill five-year plan targets for expanding 
the output and improving the quality of consumer goods. 


Economic leaders and party organizations at those enterprises must take 
steps to fulfill five-year plan targets for the production of goods in 
the light, textile, sewn goods and food industries, and also consuwer 
goods produced by machine-building and heavy industry enterprises. 


Housing remains an important social problem. Constant attention must be 
devoted to it. In 4 years 700,000 families have had their housing condi- 
tions improved. With a view to the consistent resolution of the housing 
problem a new principle has been established on the procedure for regis- 
tration and distribution of housing accommodation, and concessions have 
been extended for invalids and participants in the Great Patriotic War, 
the families of dead servicemen, cadre workers, large families, families 
with twins, newlyweds and other categories of citizens. Measures have 
been defined for reducing the time taken to provide people on rayispolkom 
waiting lists with housing. 


In resolving questions of improving housing conditions, it is now neces- 
sary to pay greater attention to people's labor contribution, their moral 
makeup, and also their need for housing. The Moscow Gorispolkom and 
rayispolkoms must insure strict observance of the established procedure 
for distributing housing. 


In accordance with the 25th CPSU Congress and 23d city party conference 
decisions, steps have been taken in the city to further improve 
Muscovites' health protection and social security. The material base 
of the health service has been strengthened. The staffing of general 
health institutions with doctors and middle-level medical personnel has 
been improved. The introduction of modern scientific achievements and 
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new methods of diagnosis and treatment into medical practice has been 
extended, 


However, the standard of medical services is still inadequate, and 
many questions of safeguarding people's health have not been resolved, 
We must more actively implement measures aimed at further improving 
medical services to the population, substantially improving disease 
prevention and maternity and child care, and strengthening health 
inspection in the city. The development of the network of children's 
preschool institutions requires further attention from party and soviet 
organs. 


Party and trade union organizations and economic leaders are carrying 
out some work on improving working conditions and surroundings for 
people working at enterprises and construction sites. It is important 
for party organizations to continue to increase economic leaders’ 
responsibility for resolving these questions and to strive for the 
implementation of measures aimed at improving working people's working 
and living conditions, especially for women and young people. They must 
display greater concern for creating the conditions for reducing time 
spent on household tasks, by increasing services provided in the home 
and at the place of work. 


Of course, the questions enumerated do not account for all the problems 
in improving Muscovites' well-being and improving their working and 
living conditions. But these are the main questions, to which constant 
attention must be devoted. 


The successful implementation of the 25th CPSU Congress and 23d city party 
conference decisions, the speaker continued, depends decisively on the 
scope and content of party organizations’ ideological work and on their 
ability to direct labor collectives toward solving the tasks that are 
worth solving and to encompass all categories of working people in their 
influence. 


The CPSU Central Committee resolution "On Further Improving Ideological 
and Political Education Work" and the All-Union Conference of Ideological 
Workers were important events in the party's ideological life. They 
exerted a great influence on improving the education of the city's work- 
ing people. 


The city party organization has implemented a number of measures to 
increase the effectiveness of ideological work. Ideological commissions 
have been set up under the party gorkom and raykoms and have started work. 
Combined political days and information conferences have proved their 
worth. The standard of the city mass news media's activity has risen. 
Great attention is paid to improving the forms and methods of party 
studies, oral political agitation and the mass news and propaganda media 
and to heightening economic leaders’ responsibility for the state of 
educational work in labor collectives. 
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{[LD131135}) At the same time the standard of ideological education work 
still does not accord with our party's demands. Certain party organiza- 
tions display no concern for improving the political and economic train- 
ing of communists and nonparty working people. There is often a gap 
between word and deed in education work. Urgent questions of production 
and social life are only rarely raised for discussion by communists and 
working people, and a tendency to gloss over and evade unsolved problems 
and controversial issues is sometimes apparent, which damages the devel- 
opment of working people's activeness. 


The task consists in conducting propaganda work at a high scientific 
standard. In the party study and economic education systems and in mass 
forms of propaganda it is necessary to give communists and nonparty 
working people broader access to study of the classics of Marxism- 
Leninism and CPSU history, the 23d, 24th and 25th party congress docu- 
ments and the works of Comrade L. I. Brezhnev. Here we must strive 
persistently to insure that study of revolutionary theory and party 
policy develops among Muscovites the conviction and the active life 
stance of staunch fighters for communism and against any manifestations 
of alien ideology, and becomes a guide to action. 


A considerable amount of work has been done in the city in intensifying 
the struggle against bourgeois and revisionist ideology, in implementa- 
tion of the 25th CPSU Congress and 23d city party conference decisions. 
The party organizations have begun to use various forms of ideological 

and political work more actively for these ends. 


At the same time the danger of attempts by socialism's enemies to destroy 
our moral-political unity, to undermine Soviet people's patriotism and 
communist conviction and to counterpose bourgeois individualism and 
private-ownership psychology to our moral values, is sometimes under- 
estimated. It is necessary to consistently foster in Muscovites polit- 
ical vigilance, acute class awareness, ideological cohesion and convic- 
tion and consciousness of the superiority of the socialist system and 
our ideas. The duty of party organizations is to intensify the struggle 
to root out vestiges of the past. 


The role of the moral factor and of high moral principles in the life 
and behavior of every Muscovite is constantly increasing in the entire 
life of Moscow and in the struggle to transform it into a model com- 
munist city. On the basis of a comprehensive approach, it is essential 
to continue improving the working people's moral education. It is 
important to assert and support an atmosphere of respect and comradely 
mutual assistance, of attention to people's everyday needs and require- 
ments in all spheres of the capital's life. It is intended that the 
implementation of the "moral principles of the inhabitant of a model 
communist city" will play a large part in accomplishing this task. We 
must strive to insure that these lofty principles become the rule of 
conduct of every Muscovite, that participation in social and political

life becomes a universally accepted norm, and that the fulfillment of 
civil duties and the duty to society is turned into a conscious habit, 
These questions are arising particularly pointedly in connection with 
the approach of the Olympic Games in Moscow. 


In preparing for the 1980 Olympics party organizations, soviet and trade 
union organs are obliged to display constant concern to create oppor- 
tunities for the working people to engage in physical culture and sport, 
regarding sporting measures as one means of educating the masses and 
forming the spiritual complexion of Muscovites. 


Literature and art have a large part in the communist education of the 
workine people. Since the 25th party congress the capital's creative 
intelligentsia has created many movies, shows and musical productions, 
organized a number of exhibitions of fine arts and published a large 
number of literary works. 


However, a great deal remains to be done to insure that work with the 
creative intelligentsia meets modern requirements. Party organizations 
must be more purposeful in guiding the artistic process and enhancing 

the responsibility of writers and artists for the ideological and 
artistic standards of works created. We must be constantly concerned 

for the ideological and theoretical standards and the professional growth 
of creative cadres and improve work with creative youth. 


The party gorkom and raykoms display constant concern for young people's 
education. Work on improving public and vocational-technical education 
is conducted persistently in the city. Their material and technical base 
has been considerably strengthened.

RUSSLFICATLON THREATENS ESTONIANS AND LATVLANS 
Weat Berlin DIE WELT in German 27 Feb 80 p 23

Latvians”) 


[Text] Vienna. The Soviet Baltic republics of Estonia and Latvia have in 
the last years been subjected to an increased immigration of Russians, so 
that the Estonian and Latvian population is faced with the threat of becom- 
ing 4 minority in their own countries. The proportion of Latvians in the 
population of Latvia shrunk between 1959 and 1970 from 62 percent to 56.8 
percent. In the same period the proportion of Estonians in Estonia shrunk 
from 74.6 to 68.2 percent. 


The progressive "Russification" of Estonia is further exemplified by the 
latest statistics of 1979. According to these data the absolute number of 
Estonians has increased from 893,000 in 1959 to 948,000 in 1979. But in 

the same period the number of Russians living in Estonia has increased from 
240,000 to 409,000. Between 1970 and 1979 the Estonian population increased 
by about 2.3 percent, the number of Russians in the country, on the other 
hand, by 22.1 percent. According to last year's official statistics the 
Estonian SSR's population consists of 64.7 percent Estonians, 27.9 percent 
Russians, 2.5 percent Ukrainian, and 4.9 percent of other nationalities of 
the USSR. 


To be sure, the influx of immigrants from the interior of Russia seems to 
have ebbed in the last years to some degree. However, Estonian groups are 
concerned that the small nation, closely related to the Finns, may be faced 
by the same fate as the Latvian neighbors. The latter are now a minority 
among the Russians in their own capital of Riga. 


The Estonians are even after 30 years of Soviet rule radically different 
from the rest of the Soviet Union. The small nation has preserved its way 
of life, which leans much more toward the West and Scandinavia than to the 
interior of the USSR. At the same time, Estonia is for several reasons 
especially subject to pressure from the great Russian big brother. First, 
the Soviet Army and Navy are "Russian." Thousands of officers’ families 
come from the interior of the USSR to the bases on the Baltic coast and 
alter the ethnic image. Second, many Russians are attracted by the Baltic 
republics, where living conditions are much better than in the RSFSR. Third, 
the suspician cannot be disproved that the Moscow leadership is consciously 
fostering Estonia's Russification to avoid Estonian nationalism or even 
independence movements in the Soviet republic.

BOOK ON SOVIET PATRLOTISM, NATLONALISM REVIEWED 
Vil'nyus SOVETSKAYA LITVA in Russian 15 Jan 80 p 2

sovetskikh lyudey" by G. 0. Zimanas, Izdatel'stvo Znaniye, Moscow, 1979] 


[Text] "An important task of ideological-political education", comrade 
M. A. Suslov noted at the All-Union Conference of Ideological Workers in 
October of last year, “is the formation of pride in our socialist home- 
land in all Soviet people, the further strengthening of the fraternal 
friendship of nations and proletarian internationalism." A noteworthy 
contribution to the theoretical understanding of this task and its prac- 
tical solution is the book by Prof G. Zimanas, which is devoted to an 
analysis of such socio-psychological phenomena as patriotism and the na- 
tion-wide pride of the Soviet people. 


The author shows that nation-wide pride is a qualitatively new feeling of 
Soviet man. However, it does not grow up in an empty place, it has its 
roots. Among them is patriotism, a powerful feeling of love for one's 
homeland. “Patriotism is an excellent quality", said L. I. Brezhnev, 
quality which inspires the deepest respect". 


In a class society patriotism is always of a class nature. The love 
which a landlord and peasant, a capitalist and a proletarian have for 
their homeland is not one and the same thing, since this love is subject 
to the influence of ideology. Under the conditions of imperialism, when 
the rule of international monopolies becomes a regular and law-governed 
phenomenon, the bourgeoisie is increasingly permeated by the ideas of the 
community of fate of world capital, and "love for the homeland" becomes 
for it only a sentiment. 


On the other hand, for the proletarian the worldwide union of workers be- 
comes historical necessity, giving rise to the ideology of international- 
ism. Under these conditions only the petty bourgeoisie remains, as it 
were, outside the idea of international cooperation since it has fewer 
class allies outside the borders of its country. However, its patriotism 
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constantly develops into nationalism since it seeks salvation from the 
large world capital which is destroying it in isolation and seclusion, 
Only the proletariat is capable of organically combining patriotism with 
internationalism in its struggle for national and world-wide liberation 
of labor from exploitation. 


Patriotism does not exist in any other but national form; it is always 
connected with a certain people, with a certain country. however, true 
patriotism always combines in itself love for the homeland with love for 
all mankind, for the genuinely humanistic values of all peoples. Such is 
the essence of the revolutionary patriotism of the proletariat. It is on 
its basis that Soviet patriotism developed, socialist by nature, which 
determines its unity with internationalism, 


Vecisive significance is given in the book to the discovery of the dia- 
lectical character of ideological and political education work of our 
party. The author notes that national pride in a socialist society 

is the standard of the individual, civic pride of a member of 

socialist society. Our society, which glorifies labor, does not know the 
abasement and exploitation of man by man, the alienotion of the results 
of the labor of people, in and of itself promotes their achievements in 
all spheres, including the sphere of international relations. This prac- 
tice of the development of socialist international relations is in every 
possible way distorted by our ideological opponents, especially those 
from the camp of bourgeois nationalists, who, as the servants of the most 
reactionary forces of the present, pretend to be "the only defenders" of 
national pride. 


The author convincingly demonstrates the absurdity of these pretensions. 
[It is impossible to be the defender of national pride while being in the 
service of imperialist reaction which shamelessly tramples on the nation- 
al pride and rights of the people. Nationalism is in principle incom- 
patible with socialism--a fact which is perfectly understood today by the 
ideologists of imperialism, who utilize it for their anticommunist goals. 


Because of this, as the author correctly notes, nationalist survivals, 
too, are always the allies of our worst enemies--the imperialists. The

LMPROVING SOLL SALINITY CONDITIONS IN BEHALF OF COTTON CROP 
Ashkhabad TURKMENSKAYA ISKRA in Russian 6 Feb 80 p 2

| Text) A large portion of the republic's irrigated land is characterized 
by different degrees of salinity. On some tracts, those lacking thorough 
leaching, the cotton seedlings grow in a sparse manner and this results in 
considerable crop losses. 


The effectiveness of leaching waterings is dependent upon the quality of 
preparation of the land to receive water and mainly upon the leveling off 
of the tracts to be watered. On those farms where proper importance is 
being attached to the carrying out of this agricultural measure, the 
desired results are being achieved from leaching waterings -- the salt is 
receding. 


On tracts that have not been leveled off properly, the salts are being 
removed from the soil in an irregular and incomplete manner. On saline 
patches of land, the result of careless leveling off work and quite often 
constituting 20-30 percent of an area, the cropping power of cotton in many 
instances amounts to only 5-6 quintals, compared to 25-30 quintals being 
obtained from properly leveled off tracts. 


As a mandatory agricultural measure for smoothing out those irregularities 
in a microrelief which form following the principal plowing work, current 

leveling off work must be carried out annually on all fields, using long- 

base planers and other items of equipment. 


The thorough smoothing out of a field's surface is achieved by operating 
the planers in both the longitudinal and transverse directions. Moreover, 
no limitation should be placed upon the number of passes carried out. The 
leveling off work is considered to be completed when the entire area of a 
field has been smoothed out. 
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Within the complex of agricultural measures employed for preparing saline 
lands, special importance is attached to the correct laying out of the 
watering check plots. On leading farms, proper consideration La given to 
the mechanical composition of the soil, the degree to which the tract has 
been leveled off and to its slope. On land having very little slope and 
consisting of soil of either medium or heavy composition, the size of the 
watering check plot voes not exceed one half to one hectare. 


In the cotton growing zones, use is made of methods and a technology for 
preparing land for leaching waterings that have been checked over the course 
of many years of operational practice. On farms in Chardzhouskaya Oblast, 
for example, small check plots have been made available; this is promoting 
uniform flooding of the plots and the economic consumption of water. 


in Tashauzskaya Oblast, on thoroughly leveled off tracts, the check plots 
are larger -~ ranging in size from 1-2 to 4 hectares. On tracts that have 
been properly leveled off, this serves to ensure uniform distribution of 
the water throughout @ tract. 


In the interest of raising the effectiveness of the leaching work, the 
laying out of the check plots and the arrangement of the irrigation units 
must be carried out in @ manner 60 as to ensure that each check plot is 
filled with water and leached independently. However, attempts are being 
made on a number of farms to simplify the technology of preparing land to 
receive water. On many farms the water is being passed from one check plot 
to another. This reduces the amount of water consumed during the leaching 
work and, as « result, the soil is not leached in the desired manner. 


I would like to draw the attention of specialists to one important 
consideration -- the quality of laying out of the check plots. The 
effectiveness of watering is dependent upon the manner in which they are 
arranged. At kolkhozes along the central flow of the Amu-Dar'ya River, the 
check plots are wide at the base (110-120 centimeters) and 70-80 centimeters 
high, with use being made of land packers. Even following a threefold 
release of water, a check plot remains firm and an individual may walk 
across its surface in a confident manner. The alteration of checkers using 
rollers employed at kolkhozes in Chardzhouskaya Oblast is not a complicated 
operation. The chairmen of many kolkhozes in Maryyskaya and Ashkhabadskaya 
oblasts have on more than one occasion paid visits to farms in 
Chardzhouskiy Rayon and acquainted themselves with the simple devices. 
Moreover, they admired the quality with which the check plots were laid out. 
Unfortunately however, they chose not to employ these methods on their own 
farms. 


Bulldozers should not be used for laying out the check plots, although 
some farms in Maryyskaya Oblast are doing just this. Such practice tends 
to disrupt the level nature of a field and the check plots lose their 
firmness and portions break down. In low areas the water stagnates, the

soil requires 4 greater length of time for drying out and the pre-sowing 
preparation of the soil ta delayed. 


On sloping lands in the Prikopetdagskaya piedmont plain region, leaching 
and water supply waterings are carried out by means of furrows. How can 
high quality waterings be ensured’ Firet of all, the length of the 

furrows and the size of the watering jet must be determined correctly, 
taking into account the mechanical composition and water permeability of Che 
soll. On heavy textured and weakly-permeable soils, the length of the 
furrows must not exceed 300-400 meters and on light textured soils -- no 
more than 200-250 meters. The size of the watering jet, for a furrow width 
of 60 centimeters, should be such as to provide for an average flow of 

0.5 - 0.6 liters per second. It can be increased and this will promote an 
increase in the labor productivity of the irrigation personnel. But the 
situation must be monitored to ensure that the soil in the furrows does not 
wash away or erode. In order to achieve uniform water distribution 
throughout the width of a field, the furrow caps are reinforced. The 
leaching waterings are carried out using open furrows, with the discharge 
being utilized for irrigating lower tracts. The amount of water discharge 
must not exceed 30-40 percent. 





The leaching work commences with the heavy textured and strongly saline 
tracts, the desalinization of which requires a large quantity of water and 
filling of the check plots three or four times. On tracts having lighter 
textured and less saline soils, where the ground waters lie at a greater 
depth, the waterings are carried owt later. And they are combined with 
water supply irrigation or pre-sowing waterings. 


The leaching norms and the frequency of waterings are differentiated taking 
into account the degree of soil salinization. Towards this end, one should 
ideally be guided by the large scale soil maps which are available on the 
farms. 


Similar to any type of work, the leaching of saline lands must be planned in 
an efficient manner, both for a farm on the whole and by brigades. This 
will make it possible to carry out the land preparation and irrigation work 
during the best periods and in a high quality manner.

| Text) At the present time, there are more than 930,000 hectares of 
irrigated land throughout the republic, with more than 60 percent classified 
as highly saline and requiring radical soil improvement work. 


The problem of land reclamation is being solve for the most part through 

the construction of new and the modernization of existing collector-drainage 
systems, major land leveling operations, the timely and high quality 
carrying out of leaching and through the selection of agricultural crops 
that are more suitable for each specific tract, taking into account the 

soil salinity remaining following leachings and so forth. 


At the beginning of this current year, the overall length of the republic's 
collector-drainage network was 17,900 kilometers and the specific length 
for an irrigated area -- 18.7 linear meters per hectare. However, the 
principal cotton growing oases in the republic have not been uniformly 
equipped with drainage networks and collectors for drawing off ground 
waters. 


In a number of rayons, particularly Tedzhenskiy, Murgabskiy and rayons of 
the Prikopetdagskiy Oasis, the construction of a collector-drainage network 
is lagging considerably behind the current requirement, the rates for the 
taming of new lands and the development of irrigation. 


There is no need for proving that a direct correlative relationship exists 
between the reclamative status of irrigated lands and the cropping power of 
the agricultural crops in cultivation. 
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In Ashkhabadskaya Oblast, where the specific length of the drainage network 
is the shortest (approximately ll linear meters per hectare) and the index 
for the drawing off of drainage waters extremely low (6.6 percent of the 
available water), the lowest cotton yields are being obtained -- on the 
order of 14°15 quintals per hectare. The Tedzhen Oasis is the foundation 
of the oblast's cotton growing base. Prior to the arrival of Amu-Dar'ya 
water, the ground waters here were at a depth of more than 5 meters and in 
some areas ~~ 10-15 meters. 


The arrival of the Amu-Dar'ya water brought about a sharp increase in the 
level of strongly mineralized ground waters. During the past 10-15 years, 
their level has increased to 1.52 weters. On some farms, as a result of 
failure to observe the leaching technology and an increase in the 
coefficient of land utilization without drainage, a general increase has 
been noted during the winter-spring period in the ground water level -- to 
0.51.0 meters below the surface. Naturally, the raising of the water table 
to @ point higher than the critical level tends to intensify the movement 
of salts that are toxic to plants into the soil aeration zone, thus 
bringing about secondary salinization of the land. The further development 
of irrigation farming and the intensification of agricultural production 
at the Tedzhen Oasis are unthinkable in the absence of radical 

improvements in land reclamation operations. The delta of the Tedzhen 
River is classified as a weakly drained territory having an extremely 
troublesome runoff of underground waters. Thus the speed for raising the 
ground waters is dependent upon the KZI | koeffitsiyent zemel 'nogo 
ispol'zovaniya; coefficient of land utilization] and the KPD | efficiency 
factor) for the irrigation systems. 


According to scientific-research data, satisfactory control over a sait 
regime, under non-drainage conditions, is achieved when the KZI for an 
irrigated area is 0.15-0.20. The remaining territory performs in the role 
of dry drainage. The disruption of this condition, in the absence of 
artificial drainage, can lead to the development of salinization and water- 
logging processes. With the construction of the Kara-Kum Canal, the 

KZI for the Tedzhen Oasis increased from 0.2 to 0.5 and the water intake 
was increased threefold, thus exceeding 1 billion cubic meters for 
Tedzhenskiy and Kirovskiy rayons. Thus the salt accumulation and land 
salinization processes are progressing at the Tedzhen Oasis. In 1959 the 
area of medium and strongly saline land at the oasis amounted to 12 percent 
of the overall area, in 1968 -- 33 percent and in 1978 -- 54 percent. In 
1959 the area of solonchak soil equalled .58 percent of the irrigated land 
area, in 1966 -- 3.8 percent and in 1978 -- 11.4 percent. Moreover, the 
area of solonchak soil progressed from a spotty distribution to a strong 
development. The construction rates for the collector-drainage network at 
the oasis do not correspond to the growth in the area under crops or the 
water intake volumes. The specific length of the collector-drainage 
network for Tedzhenskiy Rayon is 12 linear meters per irrigated hectare and 
for Kirovskiy Rayon -- 9 linear meters. According to the design data, the

specific length of a collector-drainage network in these rayons, one which 
will not cause the ground waters to rise, must be on the order of 45-50 
linear meters per hectare. The weak runolt of drainage waters ta one of 
the prinetpal causes Of Che ground water level rleing and also of 
increased soll salinity. As Che area of saline lands increased, the norms 
for leaching waterings became higher. However, the leaching capability of 
the waterings, Owing to nearby ground water seams, decreased considerably. 


The effictency of the drains and the reclamative status of land are 
noticeably influenced by the lithologic structure of the soil. 


The mechanical composition of the soil found over a considerable portion of 
the irrigated land at the Tedzhen, Murgab and Prikopetdagskiy oases (plain 
portion) and particularly the Khauz-Khan land tract is heavy textured and 
compacted and this represents one of the reasons for the low water yield of 
the soils through the drains and drainage runoff per unit of area. 


According to computations carried out by VASKHNIL |All-Union Academy of 
agricultural Sciences imeni V.I. Lenin] Academician 1.5. Rabochev, based 
upon the results of special studies, the optimum drainage module, one which 
will ensure the creation of the best water-salt and nutritional regime for 
soils, is 0.25 liters per second. 


The most unfavorable situation with regard to the withdrawal of mineralized 
ground waters in the republic exists at the Murgab and Tedzhen oases, that 
is, in the growing regions for fine-fibred varieties of cotton. Here the 
drainage module was 0.086 and 0.051 liters per second per hectare, or 4-5 
times less than the required norm. A stagnation of ground water actually 
occurs and the average annual runoff of mineralized waters at the Tedzhen 
Oasis is on the order of 110 cubic meters per hectare. 


At the present time, hydromorphic processes of soil formation and secondary 
soil salinization are taking place at the Tedzhen Oasis, at the Khauz-Khan 
land tract and also in the plain portion of the zone of the jd and 4th 
phases of the Kara-Kum Canal. For the desalinization of land, in accordance 
with experimental data, the degree of salinity in terms of the chlorine 
content in a layer | meter thick must be 0.02 percent of the weight of the 
soil, or 3 tons per hectare. However, under the existing reclamation 
situation, the leaching of land to such a condition is very difficult and a 
considerable increase is required in the leaching norms. Thus a number of 
tracts of land are not being leached adequately and this leads to plant 
losses, to a thinning out of the plantings of cotton and other agricultural 
crops and to a considerable reduction in cropping power. 


The ground waters of the Tedzhen Oasis are mineralized to 30-40 grams per 
liter, including chlorine -- 10-12 grams per liter. This derives from the 
dissolving of salts in the deep layers and their movement upwards with the 
ground waters. 











The salt content in the soils of the Tedzhen Oasis can be described using 
the tollowing data: strongly saline soils in a layer l-meter thick contain 
a dense residue which is 0.4°0.9 percent by weight (61-148 tons per hectare) 
including chlorine «= 0.13-0.18 percent (20-30 tons). The leaching out of 
salts requires a leaching norm of 6,000-8,000 cubic meters per hectare, 
Soils of medium salinity contain 0,40-0.55 percent salts, including 
chlorine «- 0.06-0.10 percent (60-80 tons and 9-15 tons respectively), the 
removal of which requires a leaching norm of 4,000-6,000 cubic meters per 
hectare. Weakly saline soils contain 0.15-0.30 percent salts, including 
0,.02-0,03 percent chlorine (15-30 and 3-7 tons), with the leaching norm 
being 2,500-4,000 cuble meters per hectare. On solonchak soils, the 
accumulation of salts is very high -- 0.8-2.9 percent (130-425 tons per 
hectare) and the leaching norms required for freshening them must be 
increased to 15,000-20,000 cubic meters per hectare. The salts of the oasis 
are mainly sulphate-chloride in nature and their solubility is rather high, 
but the nearby stratification of ground waters precludes the possibility of 
their movement into the lower soil layers. 


A radical measure for combating the upward movement of ground waters and 
soil salinity is the specific length of the collector-drainage network -- 
increased to the optimum dimensions. However, land reclamation construction 
work is being carried out very slowly here. 


A situation developed at the Tedzhen Oasis wherein, even with an 
acceleration of 3-4 times in the rates for land reclamation work (for which 
a corresponding increase was required in the material-technical base), no 
less than 10 years were required for the length of the collector-drainage 
network to be extended to the optimum dimensions. Thus, in order to 
improve the reclamative status of land and in addition to building a 
collector-drainage network, a requirement exists for observing in a very 
strict manner those measures aimed at preventing the ground waters from 
rising and this includes: the timely cleaning and repair of the existing 
collector-drainage network, raising the KPD | efficiency) of the irrigation 
network by modernizing it and preserving its far-flung network of canals; 
employing the correct equipment for carrying out leaching operations, while 
taking into account the slope, mechanical composition and salinity of the 
soil; based upon large-scale salinity maps, carry out foliar waterings in a 
timely manner in accordance with the established watering regimes and 
improve their quality; planned mastering of crop rotation plans and the 
extensive use of progressive agricultural practices in the growing of 
cotton. 


More favorable land reclamation conditions are to be found at the Tashauz 
and Chardzhou oases. The drainage module at the Tashauz Oasis is 34 percent 
less than the average computed norm (20-25 liters per second). At the 
Chardzhou Oasis, the index for drainage runoff is greater than the computed 
norm.

Despite the unfavorable land reclamation conditions, the specific length of 
the collector-drainage network at the Murgab and Tedzhen oases is 3-4 
times less than the required length. 


In connection with the expansion that has taken place in the construction 
of closed horizontal drains and land reclamation drillholes, new concerns 
have arisen on the farms with regard to their operation. Actually, the 
length of the republic's inter-farm irrigation and col lector-drainage 
network is 5,/05.8 kilometers, 31 percent of the overall length of the 
entire network is maintained on the balance of the aquicultural organs of 
the Ministry of Land Reclamation and Water Resources for the Turkmen SSR. 
The remaining portion -- 11,214 kilometers or 69 percent -- is intrafarm 
in nature and maintained on the balance of the farms themselves. At the 
present time, the kolkhozes and sovkhozes do not have their own repair 
base or highly skilled specialists in the operation of the collectors and 
drains, especially those of the closed type. Thus, commencing in 1977, 
ail repair work required for maintaining the intrafarm land reclamation 
and aquicultural systems in proper working order has been carried out by 
subunits of the republic's Ministry of Land Reclamation and Water Resources. 


Interfarm, rayon and oblast associations for the operation of intrafarm 
land reclamation and aquicultural systems have been organized and are 
presently in operation in the fraternal republics (RSFSR, Ukrainian SSR, 
Moidavian SSR and others). The associations operate on a contractual basis 
with the farms and they are provided with the machines necessary for 
carrying out repairs on the installations. 


Similar systems have been created for the development and utilization of 
reclaimed land. 


All of these associations are concerned with agricultural land reclamation 
matters and they belong to the system of union republic agricultural 
ministries and are under the jurisdiction of the Main Administration for 
Land Reclamation. 
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As a rule, those subunits or associations concerned with engineering land 


reclamation matters are retained on the balance of republic ministries tor 


land reclamation and water resources. Taking into account the expertlence 


accumulated in the fraternal republics, an administration tor agricultural 
land reclamation services should be organized in our republic,

| Text) The development of irrigation farming throughout the republic is 
very closely associated with raising the cropping power of agricultural 
crops, taming new tracts of virgin land and improving the land reclamation 
status of old irrigated lands. The Turkmen SSR has tremendous land 
resources at its disposal which are suitable for irrigation. Extensive 
land reclamation work is being carried out in the interest of developing 
these lands for agricultural purposes. However, the development of new 
lands and the watering of deserts requires expenditures of great volumes of 
water, a shortage of which is already being experienced at the present time. 
The Amu-Dar'‘ya River is the principal source of water for the central asian 
republics. The spring and summer runoff from this river is under study at 
the present time for irrigation purposes and the runoff from such rivers as 
the Murgab and Tedzhen has been completely under control for some time now. 
Hence the development of such land is based upon the runoff from the Kara- 
Kum Canal imeni Lenin and requires the finding of additional sources for 
irrigation. This includes primarily weakly mineralized drainage, 
underground and also sea waters. In recent years the flow of drainage 
water in the republic, beyond the limits of the oases, has amounted to 
approximately 5.0 cubic kilometers and in the future it is expected to 
increase to /-8 cubic kilometers. Weakly mineralized underground waters 
that are suitable for agricultural use are available in parts of the 
Kara-Kum territory. 


On the basis of data obtained from preliminary experiments, carried out in 
various zones of the republic, weakly mineralized waters can be used for 
the desalinization of soils and for the irrigation of forage and other 
agricultural crops. During years marked by limited water conditions, such 
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as 1965 and 1974, drainage waters in mixtures or in combination with 
irrigation water were used for the irrigation of cotton, However, proper 
concern was not evidenced for their extensive use for irrigation purposes. 


For the purpose of studying the effect on the salt regime and cropping power 
of agricultural crops of extended irrigation using mineralized waters, 

field experiments were carried out at the Leninizm Kolkhoz in Vekil'- 
Bazarskiy Rayon in Maryyskaya Oblast, by workers from the Institute of 
Deserts of the Academy of Sciences of the Turkmen SSR, under the direction 
of Academician of VASKHNIL [All-Union Academy of Agricultural Sciences iment 
V.1. Lenin] and the Academy of Sciences of the Turkmen SSR I.S. Rabochev. 


The test plot (an area of 10 hectares) was located on the right bank of the 
Dehar-Say collector. The soils turned out to be of desert-sand and takyr 
types; their mechanical composition was of the sandy loam and loamy 
varieties, with the participation of shallow clay layers. The average 
volumetric « ght in the l-meter soil layer was 1.5 grams per cubic 
centimeter ad the specific weight -- 2.69 grams per cubic centimeter. They 
are weakly saline and the dense residue content in the arable layer (0-25 
centimeters) changes from 0.10 to 0.25 percent. The type of salinization is 
chloride-sulphate according to the anions, with the sodium content 
predominating in terms of the cations. The humus content in the soils is 
not very great and fluctuates within the limits of 0.5-1.0 percent, the 
total nitrogen supply is approximately 0.04-0.06 percent, mobile phosphorus 
~- 10-17 milligrams per kilogram and K,0 -- 25-35 milligrams per 100 grams 
of soil. 


The ground water level on the plot -- 200-250 centimeters from the daily 
surface of the earth. The type of salinization for the ground waters was 
chloride-sulphate and their mineralization -- 5-7 grams per liter. 


The experiments were carried out in the following variants: I - irrigation 
using irrigation ditch water; II - irrigation using weakly mineralized 
water, 3-4 grams per liter; III - irrigation using weakly mineralized 
water, 5-6 grams per liter. 


The following crops were sown: rice, Sudan grass, joughara, corn. The rice 
crop was sown against the background of the interrayon Dzhar-Say collector 
for the first 3 years (experiment workers Ch. Reyimov, I.I1. Yurashkevich), 
with constant flooding and with an overall annual irrigation norm of 

50,000 - 52,000 cubic meters per hectare. Thereafter, in connection with 
the raising of the ground water level, open horizontal drainage was arranged 
on the plot. Such drainage provided the background for the irrigation of 
forage crops for a period of 4 years. The foliar irrigation norm for corn 
and joughara amounted to 5500-6000 cubic meters per hectare and for Sudan 
grass -- 7000-8000 cubic meters per hectare. The degree of water 
mineralization required for irrigation was obtained in the basin: where 
salt drainage water was obtained on the one hand and, on the other, fresh 
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irrigation ditch water. The mineralization of water was measured using a 
hydrometer and salt gauge of VSEGINGEO (All-Union Scientific Research 
Institute of Hydrogeology and Engineering Geology]. 


Soil samples for a complete water extract were taken every 25 centimeters to 
a depth of 2 meters. Ground water samples were selected prior to 
agricultural crop vegetation (in the spring) and following vegetation in 
October. 


In order to observe the dynamics of ground water salinization, six boreholes 
were drilled on the plot and piezometers installed at depths of 5, 10, 15, 
20 and 30 meters. 


The agricultural practices employed in the growing of rice and forage crops 
were carried out in conformity with recommendations handed down by the 
Ministry of Agriculture for the Turkmen SSR. 


The average data, for a period of many years, on the cropping power of the 


agricultural crops is furnished in the following table.

The data in the table reveals that when mineralized waters are used for 
irrigation the rice yield decreases (in variants II and III), compared to 
the yield obtained when irrigation ditch water is used (variant I). This is 
explained by the change that takes place in the salt regime of the irrigated 
plot. Thus the soil and ground waters became desalinized during the 3 years 
in which the rice was irrigated using fresh water and when mineralized 
water was used for irrigation (variant III) the content of salts in the 
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0-200 centimeter layer increased from 89.0 tons per hectare to 142.5 tons 
per hectare. 


The highest cropping power for forage crops was obtained when fresh water 
was used for irrigation. As an increase took place in the mineralization 
of the irrigation water, a reduction in the fodder and grain yield was 
noted. A migration of salts also takes place during the course of 
irrigating the forage crops using water of varying degrees of 
mineralization. Following 7 years of irrigation (rice, forage crops) 
using fresh and mineralized waters, a substantial change was noted in the 
salt composition of the soil, by variants and layers. The redistribution 
of these salts is greatly dependent upon the concentration of the 
irrigation water and the initial degree of soil salinization. 


When water of a medium degree of mineralization is employed for irrigation, 
the desalinization of the soil takes place at a more intensive rate and the 
salts migrate only in the one vertical direction, that is, from the zone of 


aeration to the natural soil. 


The rates and duration of salt migration in the soil are mainly dependent 
upon the nature of the salt solution. 


During extended irrigation, the chloride ion, as a readily mobile element, 
accumulates in the ground water or moves into an adjoining non-irrigated 
sector. The SO, ion is less mobile and the rate of its movement is 
negligible; it combines readily with the soil colloids or, upon joining 

up with other cations, it forms a new compound that is neither readily 
sOluble nor highly mobile. Thus, for example, the quantity of Na SO, 
decreases compared to the initial content, following fresh water irrigation 
over a period of 3 years. In addition, the formation of new salts -- 

CaSO, and M,Cl, -- is also noted. An opposite picture is observed when 
weakly minefal{zed water is used for irrigation: an increase takes place 
in the amount of not too readily soluble salts Mg(HCO3)5, while at the same 
time the content of CaS0,, Na2S0, and NaCl decreases sharply. 


Extended irrigation changes to a considerable degree the nature of the 
salts in the ground water. 


At the end of the period under study and with the aid of chemical analyses, 
certain peculiarities were revealed in the salt compounds. Differentiation 
and metamorphization of the salts were clearly revealed. The concentration 
of dense residue at the 5-30 meter depth, based upon piezometers, differed. 


At the 30 meter depth in Variant III, where use was made of weakly 
mineralized waters, the amount of dense residue reached 32.3 grams per 
liter, whereas at a depth of 5 meters -- 7.3 grams per liter. 


Where there was a high concentration of salts, a reduction took place in 
the number of bicarbonates. The number of magnesium and calcium cations 
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decreases somewhat as an increase takes place in the mineralization of the 
irrigation water. Por salt concentrations of 32.3 and 46.3 grams per liter, 
the number Of magnesium and calcium tons was 1.4 and 0.4 grams per liter 
respectively and for 3.3 and 5.7 grams per liter for magnesium and calcium 
respectively the values were 0.4-0.2 and 0.2-0.3 grams per liter. 


The studies carried out make it possible to propose a number of specific 
recommendations for using weakly mineralized waters for the irrigation of 
agricultural crops. 


First of all, every attempt should be made to develop land having a deep 
stand of ground waters at the terminal portions of canals, where a shortage 
of irrigation water is experienced and also solonchak, long fallow and 
fallow land of light mechanical composition and sandy oasis tracts of land. 
In order to achieve the best results when the ground waters are close to 
the surface, the leaching and irrigation work should be carried out only 
under conditions of good active horizontal and vertical drainage. In the 
process, a salt itent of up to 5 grams per liter is permissible in 
collector-draiia, waters. Waters of a sulphate hydrocarbonate and 
magiesium-calc uy composition are acceptable in terms of their chemical 
composition. » calcium carbonate and gypsum content in soil exerts a 
favorable effec. on the chemism of soils irrigated using mineral waters. 


The use of mineralized waters for irrigation purposes will make it possible 
to compensate for the shortage in irrigation water and it will promote an 
additional expansion in the area used for the cultivation of agricultural 
crops. 
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
